WASHINGTON, May 30.—The 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee today ~- oted to make a fuvor- 
able report on the new treaty with 
Cuba under which the United States 
renounces. its right to intervene in 
the island republic’s affairs. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt submitted the treaty 
yestenday. 

At the same time the committee 
postponed action on American ad- 
herence to the World Court until 
next session. 

The committee adopted a resolu- 
tion by Senator Robinson (Dem.), 
Arkansas, that the protocols of ad- 
herence to the tribunal for settle- 
ment of inteynational disputes be 
taken up by the committee at its 
first meeting next January and 
pressed for final Senate action. 

Chairman Pittman, in announc- 
ing the favorable report on the 
Cuban treaty, said there was no 
record vote and no serious opposi- 
tion expressed. Pittman repcrted 
the treaty as soon as the Senate 
met and obtained consent for early 
consideration. 

Two Republicans, Fess of Ohio, 
and Johnson of California, were 
said to have expressed some doubt | 
about the future under the new 
pact, but Pittman said they would 
not oppose it. 

Ratification of the treaty next 
week is expected. 

The new treaty scraps the Platt 
amendment whereby the United 
States acquired the right to inter- 
vene with armed force to protect 
Cuban independence or maintain 
order, 

The treaty was signed late yes- 
terday by Secretary of State Hull 
and Cuba’s Ambassador, Dr. Man- 
uel Marquez Sterling, and sped t2 
the Senate’ with an ‘accompanying 
message by President Roosevelt. 

Long on War Blame. 

Senator Long (Dem.), Louisiana, 
in a speech on “Latin American 
Affairs,” said the Standard Oil Co. 
of New Jersey had financed Bo- 
livia in its war against Paraguay 
for control of the Gran Chaco zore 
in South America in order to more 
easily get its oi] to tidewater. 

Long said the Standard Oil] Co. 
was the traditional “promoter” of 
Central and South American and 
Mexican warfare and revolutions. 
and added: “As is usually the case, 
the forces of imperialistic finance 
are responsible for this war he- 
tween Bolivia and Paraguay.” 

He said the Chaco had been rec 
ognized for nearly a century as 
Paraguayan soil, but that oil had

WORTHING, England, May 30.— 
After a 48-hour man-hunt in which 
police and hundreds of citizens 
united, Leonard Hill killed him- 
self today with the pistol with 
which he shot a policeman. Police- 
man Arthur Jex, whom he shot, is 
recovering, but Hill committed sui- 
ao rather than face English jus- 

ce, 

Mrs. Michael Sadleir, wife of the 
publisher and author, owns two 
bloodhounds and she took the dogs 
herself, on leash, into the Sussex 
Woods. 


“Suddenly one of my dogs pulled 
sharply to the left,” she said, after- 
ward. “There I saw a man lying un- 
der a tree. The hounds had followed 
the scent perfectly. I called the police 
behind, me, ‘there he is.’ The man 
who apparently had been asleep, 
up as the police closed in 
on him. As they did so, a shot was 


fired.” The fugitive had used his 
last cartridge. He died later in a 
hospital. 

Hill committed his crime when 
police, including Jex, stopped him 
Sunday night to question him 
about a burglary. 

Laws in this country against the 
carrying of firearms are so severe 
that few criminals dare fall back 
on them. Police carry pistols only 
in unusual circumstances. 

In addition to the bloodhounds, 
airplanes, motorcycles, automobiles 
and bicycles were seen on'the little- 
used roads as armed policemen, 
firemen, black-shirted Fascists and 
hundred of volunteers took part 
in the search. 

The shooting came as Scotland 
Yard was hastening to completion 
its new radio-car system intended 
to combat London motor thieves, 
motor bandits, “smash-and-grab” 
gangs and other criminals. 


RECIPROCAL TARIFF 
WINS SENATE TEST 


Plan for Public Hearings on 
Trade Agreements Reject- 
ed; Norris for Bill. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 30, — Ad- 
ministration forces were victorious 
today in the first Senate test on 
the tariff bill, rejecting a Repub- 
lican plan for public hearings on 
ali trade agreements. 

Public hearings were proposed in 
an amendment,. by Senator Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, which 
was rejected, 46 to 29. 

Just before the vote, Senator 
Norris (Rep.), ‘Nebraska,  an- 
nounced he would vote for the bill. 
He was the first Republican to do 
this. 

Chairman Harrison of the Fi- 
nance Committee opposed the 
amendment, saying it would “al- 
most destroy the effectiveness of 
the legislation.” He said public 
hearings would give notice to op- 
position countries of negotiations. 

The subject was thoroughly dis- 
cussed by the committee, Harrison 
added, and the amendment to 
which Vandenberg objected was 
approved almost unanimously. Van- 
denberg had said the Senate Fi- 
nance. Committee amendment for 
notice and hearings was “pure 
camouflage and shadow boxing.” 

Senator Cutting (Rep.), New 
Mexico, said the bill proposed to go 
further “in the surrender of pow- 
er” than Congress went in the 
economy act. 

“We are delegating away the tax- 
ing power, the power to regulate 
commerce and the power to ratify 
treaties,” Cutting added.

ClevelandNewark, N. J., Craft 
Lost in Fog Cracks Up 
at Bethel, Conn.

United Airlines passenger plane,

GETTYSBURG, Pa., May 30. — 
President Roosevelt, standing to- 
day on Gettysburg battlefield con- 
secrated the nation to brotherhood 


“in a new understanding.” 

Sounding the “doom of section- 
alism,” he attacked those who have 
come to be called “chiselers” and 
those who seek to “build animosity 
by the distortion of facts.” 

His Memorial day address, at the 
site of the greatest battle ever 
fought on American soil, culminat- 
ed in a plea for a “consolidated na- 
tion.” 

“We are all brothers now in a 
new understanding,” he said, and 
“in our planning to lift industry to 
normal prosperity all of us share in 
whatever good comes to the ayer-/ 
age man.” 

Elements Hindering Progress. 

Mr. Roosevelt saw three elements 
hindering progress, but these, he 
deciared, “grow less in importance 
with the growth of a clearer under- 
standing of our purposes on the 
part of the overwhelming major- 
ity.” 

“These groups,” he_ said, “are 
those who seek to stir up political 
animosity or to build political ad- 
vaiitage by the distortion of facts; 
those who, by declining to follow 
the rules of the game, seek to gain 
an unfair advantage over those who 
live up to the rules; and those few 


been willing to take an interest in 
their fellow Americans, dwell in- 
side their own narrow spheres and 
still represent the _ selfishness of 
sectionalism which has no place in 
our national life.”

Mikado’s First Subject, 
Long a National Oracle, 
Victim of Cancer—U. S.

TOKIO, May 30.—Admiral Mar- 
quis Heihachiro Togo, victor of the 


1905, died today of cancer of the 
throat, He was 86 years old. 

He was the last of the heroes 
of the Russo-Japanese war. It was 
he, standing on the deck of his 
flagship, who directed the Japanese 
fleet to decisive victory over the 


Czar’s navy and from that triumph 
Japan emerged as a world Power. 

Only yesterday he was elevated 
by his friend and one-time pupil, 
Emperor Hirohito, to the rank of 
Marquis. ~ 

United States Ambassador Joseph 
C. Grew delivered to Foreign Min- 
ister Koki Hjrota a message of con- 
dolence from Secretary of State 
Hull of the United States. 

Emperor Hirohito decreed a great 
state funeral, the first in this dec- 
ade and the tenth in Japan’s mod- 
ern history, to be held’ June 5. 

In his last years Admiral Togo 
was regarded as a national oracle 
and his counsel was received with 
utmost respect. Several years ago 
he was granted the unprecedented 
privilege of carrying a cane when 
visiting the imperial court. 

His widow and a son, Lieutenant- 
Commandér Minoru Togo, survive, 
Born a Samurai, Became National 

Hero, Will Be Shinto Saint. 

DMIRAL MARQUIS HEIHA- 
Acxo TOGO, last of the com- 

manders who led Japan’s 
forces to victory in the Russo-Jap- 
anese War of 1904-5, was known as 
“The Nelson of Japan.” 
By outmaneuvering, surrounding 
and annihilating the Russian grand 
fleet on May 27, 1905, he clinched 
the victory of his country over the 
Czar and swept Russia’s flag from 
the Pacific. 
Togo’s admirers declared this was 
decisive naval engage- 
ment since Nelgon’s victory at 
commander the first citizen of the 
empire with a place nearer his sov- 
ereign than any except Princes of 
royal blood. The highest decora- 
tions that a Japanese subject may 
possess were conferred on him, in- 
cluding the Order of the Golden 
Kite, first class. 
In his old age he was his coun- 
try’s hero of heroes and his modest 
one-story residence in the heart of 
Tokio, atop Togo Hill, named in 
his honor, became a shrine for pil- 
grimages. 
- It is understood that he will be 
canonized under Shinto rites, that 
a shrine will be erected to his mem- 
ory and his soul will be worshiped 
by future generations of Japanese. 
Born a § Satsuma Clan. 

Togo was born to a Samurai 
family of the Satsuma clan, near 
Kagoshima, Dec. 22, 1847. He was 
only 12 when he began to train for 
a career as a fighting man and 
four years later he went into the 
navy. At 21 he was sent to En- 
gland, remaining there eight years 
studying under experts of the Brit-

While killing frosts do not often 
appear after early May, Lander 
said, there was one on May 24 of 
1925, the same date as this year’s, 
which caused extensive damage.

Circumstances surrounding the 
death of Maj. Norman B. Comfort 
at his home in Ladue the night of 
Jam. 27 were described in deposi- 
tions yesterday by his widow, Mrs. 
Mary Rubey Comfort, and daugi- 
ter, Miss Ann Comfort, in litiga- 
tion over payment of $20,000 in ac 
cident insurance he carried. 

The depositions were taken vy 
John 8S. Leahy, attorney for the Co- 
lumbian National Life Insurance 
Co., in which there was a $15,000 

, and the Pacific Mutual Life 
ce Co., with a $5000 policy. 
The suits were brought by Mre. 
Comfort and the estate. 
- Maj. Comfort died of a bullet 
wound, which Leahy asserts was 
not inflicted accidentally. Five 
men friends, who were playing 
with him that evening, con- 
tend it was an accident. They said 
he had gone to his room for fresh 
playing cards. 

Mrs. Comfort, attired in mourn- 
ing, was questioned by Leahy par- 
ticularly about the revolver with 
which her husband was shot. She 
said she had seen it on the shelf in 
his closet two or three days before 
he died, and that the closet was in 
some disorder because they had 
just moved in the house about two 
weeks previously. The revolver was 
found on the closet floor after the 
shooting. Maj. Comfort lay in the 
room near the closet. 

Husband Liked Firearms. 

“The revolver,” said Mrs. Com- 
fort, “came from my uncle, Harry 
Rubey, who died at San Diego four 
years ago. After my uncle died my 
husband was given five of his re- 
volvers by my aunt, because he al- 
ways liked firearms. I don’t know 
who put this one on the shelf, but 
we always had pistols on the shelf 
in every house we ever lived in. 
This was the only one left after a 
fire at our old home. 

“I saw it on the shelf when huat- 
ing cigarettes. He always hid his 
cigarettes from me and I hid mine 


Miss Kathryn McDavid, whose

Miss Morehouse 
drove her friend to the Litchfield 
General Hospital where, after 
emergency treatment, she was 
brought by ambulance to St. Louis. 

Miss Morehouse said later that 
Perry had followed them from Hills- 
boro to Litchfield. They were on 
the way back, she said, when he 
overtook them, 

Perry, who was 27 years old, the 
same age as Miss McDavid, former- 
ly was a student at Washington 
University and at the University of 
Illinois.

Japan’s Strategy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
FTER many years of Western domi- 
nation of the Orient, we ‘find Japan 
finally attempting to assume the leader- 
ship of the Mongolian peopigs, which 
she has been doing openly during the 
past three years. Japan, thoroughly 
armed, and fortunate enough to have 
left the World War as soon as she had 
accomplished her one objective — the 
capture of the German colony of 
Kiaochow—did not exhaust herself as 
did the European Powers, or even as 
much as did the United States. Now 
she is endeavoring to oust the whites 
from their control of Asia and thus re- 
verse the situation existing at present 
and for the past century or more. 

With Europe in a semi-bankrupt state 
and alarmed over Nazi Germany and 
other Fascist governments, Japan’s prin- 
cipal rival, Great Britain, finds herself 
unable to play politics as successfully as 
she has in the past. Japan’s other im- 
portant rival and neighbor, Soviet Rus- 
sia, ig not anxious to engage in any war- 
fare at the present. There is nothing 
for the latter to gain and probably con- 
siderable to lose by a serious war with 
Japan. ; 

Our country, having been trimmed by 
European nations to the extent of 22 
billion dollars,in the last war, will not 
readily come to the assistance of Europe 
in another struggle. The shrewd Japa- 
nese militarists, well aware of all these 
factors, are proceeding uninterruptedly, 
and unless there is a decided change in 
international politics, it seems very like- 
ly that Japan will in the near future 
realize her goal by becoming the imper- 
ialist mistress of the East.

She concludes with a plea for. individ- 
ualism, since its destruction would: lead 
to resignation of our nation as a great 
Power. Wecan take Russia as an exam- 
ple, for it was only after individualism 
for the few (as existing in this country) 
was abandoned there, and for it was sub- 
stituted individualism for all, that Russia 
changed from a backward nation into one 
of the present great Powers.

On the answer depends the fate of our own gen- 
eration, and the weal or woe of posterity. The pros- 
pect is gloomy, for the cards seem heavily stacked 
in favor of continuing the feverish rivalry for greater 
armies, stronger navies, more planes, in which the 
Powers now are engaged. True, the nations are 
bound te peaceful measures by the series of post-war 
}pacts, but these, in many instances, have become 
mere scraps of paper. No longer is there faith in 


jthe machinery of arbitration; the Powers prefer to 


put their trust in the machinery of war, with which 
the munitions makers are eager to provide them. 
We are reaping today the fruits of Versailles, a 
treaty that was no instrument of peace, but perpetu- 
ated old quarrels and inspired new ones. Worse, the 


maintenance of peace requires the reduction of na- 
tional armaments,” but maintained and even in- 
creased their forces, while attempting to keep 
Germany in subjection. Most of Europe’s war scares 
today center around the Swastika, under whose sym 
bol drilling and rearmament is steadily going for 
ward, but the advent of Hitler to power was no less 
than invited by the attitude of the Allies. 

In other nations, too, intense nationalism is hav- 
ing its day. 
the piling up of arms. Italy is devoting millions to 
its navy, and is increasing, its air armaments. France 
is spending extravagantly, and has completed a 
costly system of forts.on the German frontier. Rus- 
sia has the largest peace-time army in its history, 
with millions more training for service. England 
plans great increases in its naval and flying forces. 
Japan has continued its incursions on China, regard- 
less of treaties, and is plumbing the depths of its 
treasury for naval expansion. The smaller nations 
of Europe rival the great Powers in bristling arma 
ments. The result has been seen in our own coun- 
try, where authorization for a navy of treaty strength 
was inspired largely by the spectacle of an arming 
world. 

Even so, no nation can be found that at this time 
would welcome a war. The statesmen speak elo- 
quently for peace, while arming steadily in fear of 
their neighbors, ready to safeguard their territories 
or to seize a propitious moment for fulfilling nation- 
al ambitions. If there are national leaders now arm- 
ing with war ultimately in view, all realize that the 
time is not yet ripe. Yet the bristling borders afford 
provocation for an incident that may burst into an 
Armageddon by virtual spontaneous combustion. [n 
Austria and the Balkans, the powder trains are laid. 
The diplomatic history of 1914 shows the statesmen 
making feeble but probably sincere gestures for peace, 
yet all dragged into the maelstrom by the weight of 
their armaments, and their long-suppressed hatreds. 

Nor do the people of these arming nations want to 
give themselves for cannon fodder. ' Even those ex- 
posed to daily militarist rantings undoubtedly re- 
member the folly and horror of the World War. That 
catastrophe took a toll of millions of lives, both on 
the war fronts and in civilian life. The world is still 
paying for it, in crushing taxes and the sufferings of 
dépression. Is the cost of vast military machines and 
the staggering burdens of new wars to come to be 
saddled upon the peoples as well? 

Yet failure of the nations to agree on arms reduc- 
tion holds only that prospect in the end. Lord Cecil 
says such failure would mean “the international an- 
archy which has always led to war in the past, and 
will, with mathematical] certainty, lead to war in the 
future.” America, though far from European dis- 
putes, should be deeply concerned, for history would 
probably repeat itself, and we would, in spite of 
our best resolutions, be dragged in again. 

It is these fearful prospects that the cenference now 
faces, as solemn head-shakings condemn its efforts 
to failyre. Lloyd George thinks it is on its death- 
bed, that only formal obsequies remain;on the pro- 
gram, before the headlong race of armaments suc- 
ceeds the peace efforts. Yet it would be a devastat- 
ing condemnation of man’s intelligence if the nations 
cannot peaceably solve their problems, and must sub 
mit the question to a test of arms that would threaten 
the very existence of our civilization. We have not 
advanced much above the cave man if that is to be 
our solution. 
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WHAT ABOUT MR. BABLER’S OFFER? 

Some time ago, Jacob L. Babler offered the city an 
868-acre tract on Wild Horse Creek road for use as 
an outer park. The only string attached to it is that 
the park be named for Mr. Babler’s brother, the late 
Dr. Edmund A. Babler. The city would be required 
only to pay for its maintenance, and no doubt much 
or all of that could be recaptured from the sale of 
concessions, etc., in the tract. For some unknown 
reason, the city has failed as yet'to accept Mr. Bab- 
ler’s generous offer. We should think that, since 
surely the city will not refuse it, ordinary courtesy 
would dictate prompt and grateful acceptance. 
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“FORTY YEARS OF IT.” 

From the news interest standpoint, obituaries of

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DID LINCOLN SAY IT? 


A writer in the Manchester Guardian attributes to 
Abraham Lincoln the ‘phrase, “Paddle your own 
canoe,” but the usually reliable Mr. Bartlett does not 
bear him out. In fact, Mr. Bartlett does not mention 
it at all, though certainly not from indifference. 

Lincoln, of course, could have said it. Its terse 
simplicity is characteristic of him and, to a pioneer 
such as he was, the phrase would have been freighted 
with meaning. We are inclined to doubt, however, 
that the Sangamon River ever witnessed Lincoln’s 
long and ungainly figure in so frail and tempera: 
mental a craft. His entrance into the ordinary birch- 
bark canoe would have invited it to'capsize. 

Shortly after England’s canoeing craze began—that 
was around 1866, when the exploits of John Mac- 
gregor and his voyages in the Rob Roy became fa- 
mous—a popular song in London went as follows: 


“I’ve got no wife to bother my life, 
No lover to prove untrue. 
So I sit me down, without care or frown, 
And paddle my own canoe. 


Of course, if Lincoln coined the phrase, it was not 
intended to have the connotation of dolce far niente, 
of careless, dreamy hours on the water. It was an in- 
junction to be welf-reliant, to do one’s own navigat- 


laziness to drifting aimlessly in little boats. 
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INSIGHT INTO THE MINORITY MIND. 


What is now happily the minority view on the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court .was formerly the majority 
view. It gave us the decisions from which Justices 
Holmes and Brandeis dissented, to make themselves 
famous. : 

Now, the majority thinks as the minority_thought. 
Thanks to the appearance upon this great tribunal 
of Chief Justice Hughes and Justices Stone, Roberts 
and Cardozo, what Holmes and Brandeis made of 
public issues is also what the majority makes of them. 

The decision of this week in the Arkansas insur- 
ance case illustrates the point. The whole court 
agreed that to exempt life insurance paymehts from 
debt would be to attract even corporations to this 
means of getting out of their obligations and con- 
tracts, That is, if it were life insurance money, not 
even the landlord could seize it for rent, the worker 
levy upon it for wages. 

But the minority mind on the court supplemented 
its assent with the majority. It expressed an opinion 
that the Arkansas insurance case was on all fours 
with the Minnesota mortgage moratorium case, and 
it chided the majority for the Minnesota decision. 

Chief Justice Hughes and Justices Brandeis, 
Stone, Roberts and Cardozo are much too learned and 
upright to require defense. We would not so far 
presume; but we would like to remark upon the peep 
we have just had into the minority mind. In the 
Minnesota case, the majority merely said the State 
could suspend*mortgage debts until debtors could 
pay. It did not say they did not owe the money, 
or that they need not pay it. In the Arkatsas case, 
the court said it could not agree that life insurance 
payments should be exempt from seizure for debt, 
because so to agree would be to open to all money 
obligations a way out which must destroy the law 
of .contract. > 

Truly terrifying were the days when a majority of | 
the Justices thought as the minority now thinks. Is 
it any wonder the personnel of the court at length 
raised a tumult in the United States Senate? 
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TODDY DILLON’S CAREER. 


An application for parole has been made before 
the Illinois State Parole Board in behalf of Toddy 
Dillon, son of the late Dr. William A. Dillon, whose 
unsolved murder occurred nine years ago, It was 
urged that Dillon has behaved well in prison and 
that he “had learned his lesson.”

After being questioned in St. Louis 
County about the murder of his father, Dillon went 
to New York and became @ hold-up man. He was 
caught and sentenced to prison for from six to 12 
years for robbery.

II. Labor Policy 


ESTERDAY, in discussing the labor 
y problum, it was suggested here that ex- 
perience shows that unrest tends to be- 
come acute at the end of a depression and 
in the beginning of recovery. I then argued, 
first, that, the unrest signifies the attempt 
of labor to participate in the recovery; sec- 
ond, that the amount of unrest will depend 
on whetif2r employers are willing, and are 
to demonstrate that they are willing, to 
have labor participate in recovery promptly 
and substantially; third, that the settlement 
of labor troubles does not involve great 
principles, because there are as yet no great 
principles in this field, but that it calls for 
what is essentially diplomacy, that is, the 
attempt t> make workable adjustments by 
compromise. 
» We can proceed, I think, to a fourth point, 
which is that recovery itself is the imme- 
diately eftective remedy for labor disputes 
of the kind now prevailing. It is true, of 
course, that unrest itself hampers and re- 
tards recovery. But that means simply that, 
while pursuing a policy of diplomatic com- 
promise, i; is necessary to step up the posi- 
tive forces which produce an expansion of 
productior, employment, profits and wages. 

The matter can be put in another way 
by saying that labor cannot obtain satisfac- 
tion, that industry cannot obtain order, 
through «trikes, resistance to strikes or 
conciliation alone. “The essential thing is 
better business, carrying with it more work 
at higher wages, 

On a low level of economic activity, labor 
cannot reich the standard of life it has 
learned to expect, and unrest is cumulative 
and incon¢lusive, 

Thus it is in the recovery program itself 
—particularly the part of it which stimu- 
lates activity—that the rea) remedy is to be 
found. The monetary reflation, which is 
well under way, the public expenditures, and 
above all the revival of private investment, 
the opening up of foreign markets through 
a rise in world prices and the reduction, of 
trade barriers—these are the activities 
which have to be depended upon chiefly to 
overcome jabor troubles. In so far as their 
effects are delayed or are inadequate, there 
will be unrest, for which there is no solu- 
tion except to allay it gs much as possible 
by reasonable compromise. 

All of this, howéver; leaves out one thing 
which is of the highest importance. It

does not take account of labor’s deepest 
grievance, which is that the modern wage- 
earner is insecure. Underneath all the argu- 
ments about unionism, about collective bar- 
gaining, about Section 7A and the rest, there 
is the profound realization of wage-earners 
that they are the most exposed, the most 
vulnerable, the most insecure group in the 
nation. 

Who can deny it? Who can fail to recog- 
nize that for their sakes, as a matter of 
social justice and social decency, for the 
sake of the nation as a whole, the mod- 
ern state must assume the obligation to over- 
come this insecurity? 

For that reason, this is the proper time 
to take a national commitment to estab- 
lish protection against the hazards of un- 
employment, of sickness, old age, of tech- 
nological displacement, of sweating and ex- 
ploitation. ~ 

No doubt it is true that industry as a 
whole is at the moment not able t meet 
the costs of such protection. But to admit 
that is merely to say that the operation of 
a system of protection should be delayed 
However, since 
it will take a long time to work out such a 
system, it is not one minute too early to 
begin laying out fhe plans for it. 

Apparently this is what the President has 
in mind. If it is, it is one of his wisest 
and most far-sighted decisions of policy. 
Nothing could be more desirable than to 
initiate the movement now, to let the people 
pass on it in the autumn elections, and to 
begin setting up the\ machinery during the 
winter of 19385. 

It is not a matter of diverting attention 
from more or less insoluble disputes at the 
factory gates. It is a matter of devoting 
energies to things that can be accomplished 
to make the position of labor more secure 
instead of letting all our ®nergies be dis- 
tracted and frittered away in bitter and in- 
conclusive rels. 

If the country has to face, as it probably 
does, a summer of strikes and threats of 
strikes, what better policy is there than. 
to say: For te immediate disputes, diplo- 
macy and compromise; for the surest relief, | 
the promotion of recovery itself; for the 
basic grievances of labor arising from its 
insecurity, a national commitment to a 
system of insurance and: protection? :

UMMARIZING the facts and figures ad 

duced by the CWA rural housing surve 
last winter, Mrs. Bernice Clayton, home im 
provement specialist for Texas A. and 
College Extension Department, who directet 
the inquiry, points to a broad untilled, yet 
promising, field for the building industry. 

Whatever may be said of cities and indu 
trial districts, the farming communities ce 
tainly are not “overbuilt.” The detailed quay 
tionnaire filled in by CWA canvassers 1 
cates that fully 50 per cent of farmhouse 
are below “minimum standards of decent 
living.” That estimate is for the State as 
whole; in some sections of the cotton coun 
\try, the proportion of sub-standard homes | 
considerably higher. 

Of course, no official survey was needed 
to tell the public that. Even a casual! driv 
through those poorer sections reveals the 
fact‘that many people live in unpainted 
shacks no better equipped, and far less co 
fortable, than the pioneer’s log cabin. 

Until lately, the possibility that such 
condition might be remedied apparently hj 
not occurred to most people. The objectrayg 
of the CWA survey was to bring different 
ideas to the farm families affected. On 
question asked everyone visited ran, Woult 
you borrow money for needed improvemen 
in your, home, if lent at very low interest 
rates for a long period of years’ 

On the basis of the replies, Mrs. Clayton 
estimates that Texas farmers will sperm 
$10,000,000 on their homes in 1934 and $26; 
000,000 during the next three years. Ho 
ever, to bring all farmhouses which necd 
up to even the minimum standard of com 
fort and conveniehce would cost a quarte 
billion dollars. Such a “standard” home 
would have a roof that did not leak, ru! 
ning water and plumbing, kitchen sink, bal! 
room, sanitary toilet and sewage disposal. 
Too, the house would be screened and would 
contain a bedroom for-every two occupants 
and‘a living room. Those requirements are 
not extravagant, but farm-houses which 
meet them all today are the exception. 

A rather disturbing circumstance is ¢ 
only 23 per cent of the farmers questioned 
were ready.to borrow money, even on |o0n6 
time at low interest, to improve their homes 
By far the greater number did not reall 
the need of a better home. Education in 
that respect is needed; though the home 
demonstration agents have been doing ® 
great work, they have been unable ‘0 cover 
the territory. 

No doubt, were the home improveme® 
campaign once well started, it would 
forward by its own momentum. The farmeé 
who saw his neighbor's better house wo 
‘desire one for himself. A “model” hom 
in evéry farming community would > 
powerful stimulus to building.

$6 Ships Will. Fire 21-Gun 
Salutes as They Pass 
Commander. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 30.—Ameri- 
can Navy will parade tomorrow 
before its Commander-in-Chief, 
President Roosevelt. 

From the deck of the cruiser In- 
dianapolis, stationed outside New 
York Harbor near Ambrose Light- 
ship, 14 miies from shore, the Pres- 
ident will see the great Armada 
steam past and into its Atlantic 
home. 

It has been four years since the 
fleet was concentrated on this side 
of the continent. Not since the 
post-war review of 1919 has New 
York seen a complete display of 
the nation’s maritime weapons. 

Fresh from war games in the 
Caribbean, 86 ships will participate. 
Their full complement is 5000 offi- 
cers and 35,000 sa‘lors. 

The two 10,000-ton treaty cruisers, 
Indianapolis and Louisville, will be 
the review ships. The former will 
carry the President, Secretary of 
the Navy Claude A. Swanson, Ad- 
miral William H. Standley, Chief 
of Naval Operations, and other dis- 
tinguished guests. On the Louis- 
ville will be, among other notables, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Henry L. Roosevelt. 

At ll a. m, the flagship Pennsyl- 
vania, flying the four-star blue flag 
of Admiral David F. Sellers, com- 
mander of the fleet, will steam 
past the Indianapolis. The Pennsyl- 
Vania will then take a_ position 
alongside the Louisville. 

Next, the aircraft carrier. Sara- 
toga and Lexington will pass the 
reviewing ships and go to positions 
favorable for launching their 
Planes, 

The United States’ newest, most 
modern eraft, seven 10,000-ton 
Cruisers which are sister ships to 
the Louisville and Indianapolis, will 
follow, trailed by several lighter 
cruisers, 

Next a flotilla of destroyers, and 
then the bulldogs of the navy, the 
battleships. They wili be led by 
the California which will fly the 
four-star red flag of Admiral J. M. 
Reeves. 

A miscellany of boats, supply, 
fuel, hospital and repair, will bring 
up the rear. There will be no sub- 
marines in thé parade. 


$400,000 OF DEBTS CLEARED 
FROM EDGAR WALLACE ESTATE 


Nothing Yet for Author’s Children; 
Company Set Up to Handle 
Copyrights, 

LONDON, May 30.—After more 
than two years, the affairs of the 
late Edgar Wallace, popular au- 
thor, have been straightened out. 

After Wallace died in February, 
1932, in Beverly Hills, Cal. it was 
found his debts amounted to more 
than $400,000. His assets were 
about $90,000. 

All the copyrights held by the 
prolific author were bequeathed to 
his family, three-sevenths to his 
wife and the rest in equal shares 
to his four children. Mrs. Wallace 
died in April, 1933. 

All creditors have been paid with 
the exception of one who has been 
satisfied by $30,000 in debentures. 
The debts were paid out of the 
proceeds of royalties from books, 
plays, films and other works, and 
now a company, called “Edgar Wal- 
lace, Ltd.” has been formed to 
handle the estate. 

The authors children hold 
shares, and Bryan Wallace, one of 
the sons, says: “We now hope that 
we shall benefit to a reasonable 
extent from the estate, from which 
none of us has yet received a pen- 
ny.” Two of the Wallace children, 
Michael and Penelope are still in 
school. 


DR. ORLANDO G. GIBSON DIES 


Homeopath, 59, Suffers Heart At- 
tack While Dressing. 

Dr. Orlando G. Gibson, 59 years 
old, died of heart disease at 8:30 
a. m. today while dressing in his 
‘home, 5147 Vernon avenue. He had 
been under treatment for heart 
disease for more than a year. 

Graduated from the Homeopath- 
ic Medical College of Missouri in 
1897, Dr. Gibson has since been in 
practice as a homeopath. His wid- 
ow and a son, Kenneth, survive.

AMERICANS JOIN WITH FRENCH 
IN TRIBUTE TO SOLDIER DEAD 


Services Held in Cemeteries and at

PARIS, May 30.—“Taps” sound- 
ed today over the graves of almost 
30,000 American soldiers, sailors 
and marines whose bodies still lie 
in France. French and Americans 
joined in commemorative services 
in the five military cemeteries in 
France over which waves the 
United States flag. 

The day began with a tribute ‘by 
American veterans to the French 
unknown soldier, buried under the 
Are de Trimphe. Following serv- 
ices at the American Cathedral 
Church of the Holy Trinity, and 
St. Joseph’s Church, the Color 
Guard of the Benjamin Franklin 
Post of the American Legion in 
Paris marched to the Arce where 
Ambassador Straus placed a 
wreath on the tomb. At the same 
time services were held at the 
five chief American cemeteries. 

At 2:30 p. m. the main ceremony 
of the day was held at Suresnes 
Cemetery, with Harold Smith, com- 
mander of the Paris post of the 
American Legion, presiding. Am- 
bassador Straus spoke in behalf of 
the American Government, while 
Gen. Denain, Minister of Air in 
the Doumergue Cabinet, spoke for 
the French Government. After the 
Euresne ceremony, the French and 
American delegation went to the 
Lafayette Escadrille Memorial for 
a final ceremony.

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BOND MORATORIUM 
SOUGHT BY GERMANY 


Refunding Offer of 40 Pct. of 
Interest in Cash in 
‘Half a Year. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, May 30.—<Attempts to 
reach an agreement between for- 
eign creditors and the ‘German 
Reichsbank have ended in what 
amounts to a declaration of a mor- 
atorium for six months on interest 
payments on German bonds. 

The offer of the Reichsbank was 
rejected by Dutch and Swiss rep- 
resentatives, while the Americans 
agreed cnly to present it to credit- 
ors, and the British, French and 
Swedish representatives were pre- 
pared to recommend conditional 
acceptance. 

The Reichsbank offered refund- 
ing bonds in payment of coupons 
maturing during the next year, the 
first batch being due July 1.. The 
bonds will bear 3 per cent interest 
and there would be a 3 per cent 
sinking fund, making a total of 6 


~|per cent. The bonds will be issued 


by the conversion office, guaran- 
teéd by the Reich, and will mature 
Jan, 1, 1945, being payable in the 
currency of the original bonds. 
Payment in Six Months. 
For coupen holders wishing cash, 
the Reichsbank agreed to under- 


-ttake to purchase the coupons or 


the bonds at any time co 

six months after the date of the 
coupons. This offer is for at least 
40 per cent of the outstanding cou- 
pons or bonds and possibly more, 
depending on the foreign exchange 
position of the Reichsbank at the 
time. 

The offer is withdrawable on 30 
days’ notice, such action to be de- 
termined by the foreign exchange 
position. 

What steps will be taken by the 
non-accepting creditors was not 
immediately determined. 

The final offer gives the indi- 
vidual creditor the choice of ac 
cepting the Government-guaranteed 
bonds. for his coupons, or gefting 
at least 40 per cent face value for 
his coupons six months after txey 
are due, or more if the Reichsbank 
is in a position to pay. 

Replaces Scrip Pian. 

Either offer would take the place 
of the present arrangement for 
scrip payments now replaceable, 
with the exception of that held in 
Switzerland and Holland, at 67 per 
cent of Yace value. 

Creditors who do not wish to 
accept either alternative but de- 
cide to hold their coupons will re 
tain all their rights under the cou- 
pons, it was stated. 

Accrued interest on the funding 
bonds will be payable at regular in- 
tervals, depen on the denomi- 
nation of the bonds, those equiva- 
lent to 258 Reichsmarks or more 
bearing semi-annual coupons. 

The finding bonds will be avail- 
able for purchase under a supple- 
mentary export system, will be ne- 
gotiable, and every reasonable ef- 
fort, it is stated, will be made to 
obtain their registration. 

Aside from the Dutch and Swiss 
delegations, the creditors’ represen- 
tatives appeared to be fairly well 
pleased with the offer, especially 
in view of the fact that the ¢onfer- 
ence was on the point of dissulving 
last Saturday with no positive re- 
sults whatever. »

- Warning that the world is fever- 

ishly preparing for future wears is 
given in a Memoria] day message 
of the Social Justice Commission 
of St. Louis, an organization of 
clergymen and educators. 

“It is in order,” the message 
states, “for the American public to 
ask whether the war for which 
preparations are being made is one 
in which there are good reasons 
for this country to engage. If not. 
such preparations should cease.” 

Preparations for war, the message 
declares, diverts public money from 
projects of genuine social value, in- 
creases the tax burden, destroys 
amity between neighbor nations and 
provokes them to increased arma- 
ment building in fear, and violates 
the “natian’s solemn promise” that 
the last war was to end wars. 

The movement for a thorough 
investigation of the armament man- 
ufacturing industry is highly com- 
mended. 

“This industry,” states the mes 
sage, “represents economic impert- 
alism in its most vicious expres 
sion. In its perverted international 
ism its disregards, corrupts and de 
fies governments and serves to ren- 
der ineffective our genuine striving 
for peace.” 

Many governments are commit- 
ting moral crimes against their peo 
ple and humanity in general, the 
commission asserts. 

“We of the Social Justice Com- 
mission also call upon the Amer- 
ican people of this day to reaffirm, 
in a world where dictators chal- 
lenge the foundations of republican 
government, faith in the democratic 
ideal and in the recognition that 
liberty is indispensable to any just 
society,” the statement says. 

“We further urge the pushing 
forward of the democratic ideal 
into the realm of our most vital 
present day life, economic and in- 
dustrial. The continued existence 
of political democracy demands eco- 
nomic democracy.”

Plan Is Submitted for Gov- 
ernment Purchase of Cat- 
tle for Which Feed Is Not 
Available.

WASHINGTON, May 30. — In a 

move to meet drouth damage in the 

Midwest, the Farm Administration 


has removed restrictions on plant- 


ing and harvesting forage crops, 
with the exception of fodder corn 
and grain sorghum, regardless of 
whether the land was rented by the 
Government. 

In announcing modification of 
wheat, corn-hog and tobacco con- 
tracts in every State, Chester C. 
‘ Davis, Farm Administrator, yester- 
day gave permission for planting 
and harvesting corn and sorghum 
on nonrented acreage. These two 
crops, however, were excepted from 
the removal of restrictions on rent- 
ed land. Instead, permission was 
given to use the retired acreage for 
pasturing or hay production. 

Affected by the ruling on non- 
rented acreage are the Dakotas, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Montana and Wyoming. Davis said 
he would announce in a few days 
dates when corn may be planted 
for forage in other drouth-affected 
states. 

The Agriculture Department an- 
nounced that Secretary Wallace 
would visit the drouth area next 
week, possibly beginning the trip on 
June 5. Wallace now is on a tour 
of the Far West. ; 

Officials modified planting re- 
strictions in “secondary” drouth 
areas, embracing 41 additional 
counties in Texas, New Mexico, Ne- 
braska and Kansas. 


Government ot Buy 1,200,000 Cattie 
in Drouth Area. 
By the Associated Press. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., ‘May 30.—A 
drouth relief program was worked 
out yesterday for Minnesota and 
other stricken states with the Fed- 
eral and State Governments -co-cp- 
erating to bu cattle for which 
farmers have no feed. 

It is expected that the Govern‘ 
ment will buy 1,200,000 cattle. 

The plan was submitted by» of- 
ficials of the Agricultural Adminis- 
trafion to representatives of 
Northwestern States, agricultural 
colleges and farm organizations, 
who pledged co-operation. 

The relief plan as outlined by 
Dr. E, W. Sheets; director of 
emergency drouth reltef activities 
for the AAA, will be put in opera- 
tion about Friday. 

Farmers who have ino feed for 
livestock may contract with the 
Government to sell their cattle to 
its surplus relief corporation, with 
prices to. range from $4 to $20 an 
animal, Both beef and dairy cattle 
are included. 

Cattle that are diseased or too 
~ emaciated from lack of feed to be 
worth much are to be slaughtered 
on the farm. The Federal price 
will be from $4 to $12 a head for 
these animals, to be condemned by 
appraisers. The other cattle will e 
marketed by the Government or 
shipped to some locality where 
there is feed for them. 

The number of cattle to be killed 
on farms is estimated at 500,000. 

For each farmer who contracts 
with the Government and sells his 
cattle, the AAA will set aside a sub- 
sistence herd of a few animals for 
ilking or breeding or both. The 
ernment will retain title to 
t under a mortgage that can- 
no foreclosed. That safeguard 
is provided.to prevent the other 
creditors of the farmer from at- 
taching his’ subsistence herd. 

In return for all this, the farm- 
ers contracting for the emergency 
sale of starving cattle must sign 
agreements to keep their herds so 
reduced that the number of cows 
and heifers on Jan. 1, 1936, will not 
exceed 80 per cent of the average 
that they owned in 1932 and 1933. 

The price schedule also provides 
the amount that the farmer-owner 
and the creditor or mortgage hold- 
er shall receive.

Agreement Entered Into After 
Dismissal of Receiver- 
ship Suit. 


Under a stipulation approved by 
Circuit .Judge Hamilton yesterday, 
a decree entered by him 
last August, dismissing the re- 
ceivership suit against the St. Louis 
Amusement Co., was adopted as a 


final order. At that time the court 
discharged the receivers, Roy F. 
Britton and Henri Chouteau, turn- 
ing the property back to the eor- 
poration. 

The receivers had been appointed 
temporarily on petition of a group 
of minority stockholders in Novem- 
ber, 1931, but Judge Hamilton, who 
tried the case on its merits, found 
for the corporation and assessed 
¢éosts against petitioners. These 
costs also included payment of re- 
ceivers’ fees, which totaled $30,500, 
and fees for counsel for the re- 
ceivers, amounting to $17,500. 

The receivers and counsel were 
paid from funds belonging to the 
corporation, and under the court’s 
order it would have been necessary 
for complainants to reimburse the 
company. However, the stipulation 
relieves them of paying these costs, 
only assessing court costs against 
them, estimated at. about $1200. The 
attorneys for the receivers were 
Guy A. Thompson and Lambert E. 
Walther. The latter had filed the 
petition in behalf of Jack Shea and 
Katie Shea, original plaintiffs. 

The stipulation further provides 
that petitioners dismiss their mo- 
tion for a new trial and also con- 
sent to the dismissal of aj] excep- 
tions filed by them and waive their 
right of appeal. The company and 
several individual defendants waive 
any claim for damages under an in- 
junction resulting from the suit. 

By the agreement plaintiffs and 
some of the intervenors surrender 
their stock in the company and 
agree that it be canceled, as fol- 
lows: Jack Shea, 30 shares A 
class; Katie Shea, 55 shares A 
class; Irwin Meyer, trustee for 
Harry Koplar, who was one of the 
sureties on the cost bond, 500 
shares Class A and 448 shares Class 
B; I. Sutten, also trustee for Kop- 
lar, 10 shares Class A; Mrs. E. 
Probstein, 160 shares Class A, and 
Harry Koplar, 30 shares of Class 
A and 53 shares Class B stock. The 
shares thus surrendered totaling 
875 of Class A and 501 shares of 
Class B stock. 

Arthur E. Simpson, one of the 
attorneys for the defendants, said 
the stock was surrendered by the 
owners to relieve them from liabil- 
ity of paying costs. The St. Louis 
Amusement Co. operates 16 neigh- 
borhood moving picture theaters.

TWO COUNTY JUDGES AGREE 
TO DROP PAY RAISE PROPOSAL 


Court Had Voted Unanimously to 
Increase Its Salaries $125 a 
Month. 


Two Judges of the County Court 
of St. Louis County which voted 
unanimously several weeks ago to 
increase the salaries of its members 
from $375 a month to $500 a month 


decided yesterday to let the matter 
drop. 

Judge Schramm told reporters 
that because of the times and the 
financial situation of the county he 
would withdraw his interest in 
the question, which has been re- 
ferred to the Circuit Court. His 
Democratic colleague, Judge Schu- 
macher, said he was content. to 
let the Circuit Court rule.

Salaries of 
County Court Judges are fixed by 
statute according to the size of 
the county and in voting them- 
selves increases the Judges took ad- 
vantage of an old law, repealed af- 
ter they were iy office, which per- 
mitted calculating the population 
by multiplying the total vote in the 
last general election by five. On 
that basis the St. Louis County 
would have a population of 480,000 
instead of its actual 212,000.

New Schedule, Effective Friday, In- 
creases Price on One Grade 15

— The 
Farm Administration has approved 
an amended milk sales lhcense for 
the St. Louis area. 

The new license, effective Friday, 
makes an increase of 15 cents a 
hundred pounds for Class 1 milk 
testing 3.5 per cent butterfat, the 
new price bei-=g $2. It also makes 
a slight change in country station 
charges in an effort to increase 
the use of Clas; 2 milk for sweet 
cream purposes. Charges on Class 
1 milk for each 10 miles beyond 
the 50-mile zone is reduced from 
2 cents to 1 cent a hundredweight. 

The f. o. b. price for Class 2 milk 
was reduced 5 cents a hundred 
pounds and station charges on this 
class within the 50-mile zone were 
increased 10 cents, to correct a dif- 
ferential which formerly worked to 
the disadvantage to producers de- 
livering milk to country stations.

CONGRESS APPROVES 
IAN, 20 INAUGURATION 


Bill Sets New Dates After 
Abolishing of ‘Lame Duck’ 
Sessions. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 30. — Con- 
gress yesterday finished the task it 
started out to do. when it adopted 
the Norris amendment abolishing 
the “lame duck” sessions of Gon- 
gress. 

The House passed and sent to 
President Roosevelt for his signa- 
ture a bill changing the dates on 
which the President is inaugurated 
and the members of Congress take 
office. 

The Norris amendment abolished 
the old system under which mem- 
bers elected to Congress in Novem- 
ber took office in Decembe;x of the 
following year, and specifiea that 
members of House and Senate vic- 
torious at the polls in November 
should take their seats the follow- 
ing January. 

Under the bill, which supple- 
ments the Norris amendment, Sen- 
ators and House members, the Com- 
missioners from the Philippines and 
Puerto Rico, and _the delegates 
from Alaska and Hawaii will take 
office and Congress will convene 
on Jan. 3 each year. 

Seventeen days later—on Jan. 20 
—every four years, the victorious 
presidential candidate will be 
sworn in. 

But before he takes office, the 
Senate and House, in joint session, 
will meet on Jan. 6, instead of the 
second Wednesday in February, to 
tabulate the electoral votes of the 
States and officially declare who 
was elected President. 

The bill passed yesterday was ap- 
proved unanimously after Repre- 
sentative Snell (Rep.), New York, 
smilingly said, “Since the next Con- 
gress is going to be Republican, I 
want it to be elected legally.” ; 

Chairman Sumners (Dem.), Tex- 
as, of the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee, said; however, that another 
change in the law would have to 
be made. 

“We are going to have to move 
up the election of the President 
about a month,” Sumners _§ said. 
“There isn’t time now for a settle- 
ment of any contest that might 
arise.”

Van Horn, Nov. 5. 

He will be returned to El Paso 
for trial. His detention climaxed 
six months of investigation by 
Chris P. Fox, Sheriff, and police of 
more than 100 cities in the United 
States and Canada, started when 
the widow’s nude body was found 
on the desert. 

The Sheriff obtained an  in- 
formant to travel on the same ves- 
sel with the man suspected to be 
Wilson. 

“My informant made a trip to 
Georgetown with Wilson and sat- 
isfied himself that he was the man 
we; wanted,” Fox said. 

The Cleveland widow’s body was 
found on the desert, nine miles 
from Van Horn, 126 miles east of 
El Paso. A _ piece of heavy 
cord was knotted tightly about her 
neck. Her face and head had been 
battered and bruised. Clothes had 
been torn from her body. 

A warrant for Wilson’s arrest 
was issued after a Pecos (Tex.) 
tourist camp operatoy reported that 
aman who acted queerly had 
stopped there until 2 a. m. the night 
the woman was slain. A scrap of 
paper bearing the name of Arthur 
C. Wilson and a Cleveland address 
and a flatiron were found in the 
man’s cabin. 

Investigation in’ Cleveland showed 
that Mrs. Debolt had left there 
three weeks before with Wilson for 
the Chicago World’s Fair and Los 
Angeles. The body was identified 
by Mrs. Debolt’s. sister, ‘Mrs. 
Blanche Cheske. 

Mrs. Debolt had inherited several 
thousand dollars shortly before 
upon the death of her husband. She 
was acquainted with Wilson, and 
police said he persuaded her to 
buy a new automobile and set out 
with him for the West. Wilson re. 
turned to Cleveland a few days be- 
fore the body was discovered, but 
then disappeared. 


CHARGES LAND BANKS USE 
U, S. FUNDS FOR OWN BENEFIT 


House Committee .Says They Buy 
in Own Bonds-While Fressing 
Debtors. 

By the Associated Press. ’ 

WASHINGTON, May 30. — Joint 
Stock Land Banks were accused by 
the House Committee on Agricul- 
ture of using Federal funds made 
available under the 1933 farm loan 
act to buy in their own bonds while 
pressing foreclosures on their debt-. 
ors. The committee approved the 
Fulmer bill to authorize farmers 
who have obtained loans from Joint 
Stock Land Banks to buy stock at 
the market price and turn it in on 
their debt at par value. 

In reporting the measure for 
House action, Representative Ful- 
mer (Dem.), South Carolina, said: 
“The committee finds that these 
Joint Stock Land Banks are using 
these funds (obtained under the 
1933 act) for the purpose of buying 
in their own, bonds at a price fixed 
by these Joint Stock Land Banks 
at 35 cents on the dollar. The com- 
mittee further finds that instead of 
using these funds to be helpful to 
farmers these banks are taking ad- 
vantage of using these funds for 
their own special interests, and in 
the meantime have been~ rather 
harsh in extending loans or scaling 
down loans so that farmers might 
be able to have their indebtedness 
refinanced through the Federal 
Land Banks and the Land Bank 
Commissioners.” .

York, Makes Charge. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 30.—Capt. George 
A. Pond charged today that the 
plane in which he and Lieut. Cesare 
Sabell’ flew across the Atlantic 
from New York had been malicious- 
ly tampered with before the take 
off. He said he had definite proof 
of his charge. 

Pdnd traced trouble the flyers 
encountered to the alleged sabot- 
age. He said he would attempt to 
fix the guilt when he returned to 
New York. 

“We have evidence of three types 
of tampering,” Pond said. “There 
were strips of cardboard in the 
oil tank and a tin ‘fillercap’ in the 
oil line. The main feed line from 
the rear of the gas tank was defi- 
nitely shut off and the water can- 
teens, one of which I filled myself, 
were emptied. 

“Fortunately, foreign articles in 
the oil tank line did not prevent 
oil from getting through, though 
they may have restricted the flow 
somewhat. Tampering with a gas 
tank is most serious and could not 
possibly have happened  acci- 
dentally.” 

Pond and Sabelli were forced 
down at Moy, on the west coast of 
Ireland, May 15. They flew by 
stages to London after experienc- 
ing much difficulty with the motor 
of their plane, the Leonardo da 
Vinci. 

“The restriction of the flow of 
gasoline made the tail load heavy,” 
the flyer continued, “and the re- 
sultant decrease in air speed caused 
the engine to run at an excessive 
temperature. 

“We first noted the stoppage 
when we were 400 to 500 miles from 
Newfoundland, Sabelli crawled back 
and chipped off the tops of two 
tanks, then punched holes into the 
‘baffle-plate’ separating them. By 
that time the engine was damaged, 
although the trouble was not fully 
developed until we were 500 miles 
from Ireland. 

“For some hours it had been nec- 
essary to cut down the speed from 
125 miles to 75 miles an hour. De- 
spite the reduced speed, we had 
enough gasoline to reach Rome, our 
goal, or at least Southern France, 
but the engine was too badly dam- 
ag ha 

The plane is now undergoing an 
overhauling at Heston Air Field. 
When the work is completed, Pond 
and Sabelli plan to fly to Rome and 
then make a return flight to New 
York.

All the amend- 
ments were defeated. 

‘The plan of merger provides that 
the union “shall be effected upon 
the doctrinal basis of the Scriptures 
of the Old and New Testaments 
as the supreme standard, acknowl- 
edged as the inspired word of God, 
the only infallible rule of faith und 
practice; and upon the subordinate 
standards of the Westminster con- 
fession of faith, together with ne 
amendments adopted in 1903 by the 
Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America; and the larger 
and shorter catechisms; all of 
which subordinate standards sre 
recognized as agreeable to i and 
founded upon the Scriptures. 

. Fundamentalists’ Objections. 

~- The plan provides a provisional 
form of government, a provisional 
book of discipline and a provisional 
directory for worship. It would 
unite the 2,000,000 communicants of 
the Presbyterian Church with 200,- 
000 members of the United Presby- 
terian Church. 

The objections of the fundamen- 
talists to the merger plan were 
based on charges that it sacrificed 
some of the principal doctrines of 
the church and is opposed to Pres- 
byterian liberty.

FREE TRADE ZONE BILL 
, PASSED BY THE HOUSE 


Would Stimulate Business by Al- 
lowing Entry for Processing 
and Repacking. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 30.—New 
legislation to attract foreign trade 
to American shores was approved 
yesterday with House passage 253 
to 94, of the Celler hill to establish 
free trade yones in all ports of 
entry. 
Despite opposition of Republicans 
and some Democrats, who said it 
meant a lowering of tariff barrieis 
to cheap foreign goods, the admin. 
istration-favored measure went to 
the Senate with only one minor 
change. 
The measure is designed to stim-. 
ulate foreign trade by allowing .m- 
ports to enter the trade zones duty 
free for processing and repacking 
for transhipment. However, should 
the imports move into domestic 
commerce the duties must be paid. 
Under existing tariff laws, duties 
have to be paid on articles on the 
dutiable list marked for reshipment 
when they arrive. Shippers receive 
a “draw-back” from the Treasury 
for the imports paid. Some gcods 


ent system was complicated and

BOLIVIA WILLING TO SUBMIT : 
CHACO DISPUTE TO ARBITRATION 


But It Wants Paraguay to Com- 
pensate It for Renunciation 
It Is Asked te Make. 

By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, May 30.—Willingness 
to submit its territorial dispute 
with Paraguay to legal arbitration 
was expressed in a communication 
received yesterday by the League 
of Nations from Bolivia. Bolivia, 
the communication said, is pre- 
pared to negotiate a treaty of perc.’ 
on the basis that it will be compen- 
sated for renunciation which it is 
asked to make of its claims of ter- 
ritory in the Chaco. 

Bolivia contends it should be 
treated on a different basis than 
Paraguay which the Bolivian state- 
ment declares is “breaking ail the 
rules of law and the provisions uf 
the league covenant and claims the 
right of conquest in South Amer- 
ica.”

To Be Issued 
By Lithuania 

Set of Six Will Commemo- 


tic Nonstop Flight. 


HE airmen Darius and Girenas, 
who took off from New York 
in an effort to make a non- 
stop flight to. Lithuania, only to 
crash in Germany, will be honored 
by a special issue of stamps. 

There are to be six denomina- 
tions in the-series. The first two 
values, 20c and 60c, will picture 
the two aviators. The 40c value 


On the left of the center panel will 
be a map of the eastern portion of 
North America and to the right 
will be a map of western Europe; 
a dotted line-between the two maps 
over the ocean will show the route 
followed. The 1L value will picture 
a black robed figure representing 
death standing over the ruins of 
the plane; the plane in flight over 
the globe with the sun shining 
brightly in the background will be 
pictured on the 3L value. 


Russia Issues More Stamps. 
This country again will start its 
printing presses on an issue of new 
stamps. The rescue of the Chelyu- 
skin survivors will be commemo- 
rated by a special series. There is 
now out a series consisting of four 


values to commemorate the cen- 
tenary of Mendelejeff, the most fa- 
mous of all Russian chemists. 
There was recently issued a series 
to commemorate the successful 
record-breaking stratosphere flight, 
and now another is planned to 
commemorate the unsuccessful 
stratosphere flight in which three 
aviators lost their lives. Each 
value will bear a portrait of one of 
the aviators in the center with a 
portion of the stratosphere balloon 
shown in the background. The val- 
ues will be 5 kop, 10kop and 20kop. 
In addition to the above two 
more’ values have been added to 
the series issued in memory of the 
death of noted revolutionists. Last 
year three values were issued in 
this series. The new values are 
the 10kop ultramarine, issued in 
honor of the 15th anniversafy of J. 
Sverdloff and 15kop, red, in honor 
df the 10th anniversary of the 
death of Commissar W. P. Nogin.
